MONEY. 


In Chicago n club of one hundred la- 


boring men lias been organized, the 
members of which are pledged to save 
one-tenth of their wages'. This, Buys 
the San Francisco Alta, is an idea that 
will spread. 
The lubor unions have 


heretofore spent their energies in fight- 
ing for the rate of wagea, but no matter 
what the rate if 'lie surplus a,bove the 
cost of living i £1^ uaved no good has 
been 
nooompli&uud. 
One-tenth is a 


modest amount to save, for it is esti- 
mated that with wages nnd the eost of 
living rightly adjusted, 
three-tenths 


should be saved. We know laboring 
men in California who get $50 a month, 
anpport a family of four people com- 
fortably and save $20 a month. 
That 


is a saving of forty per cent., and in one 
year it will nearly pay for twenty acres 
of rich laud in the San Joatjuin, the 
ownership of which means independence. 
We have animadverted upon the frequent 
unwisdom of labor strikes that are not 
upon the question of wages. 
We be- 


lieve, sincerely, that n better understand- 
ing should come between,labor and the 
active capital which is its only employer. 
This is more in the interest of labor than 
of capital, for oupitil evou at iv loss can 
withdraw itself to investment in paper 
securities, while labor tbat has saved 
nothing to buy tools or laud i-i left 
stranded and helpless. The owneiship 
of laud is the prize that should be set 
before every laborer to stimulate his am- 
bition aud promote his economy and 
frugality and thrift. 
It is said thai in 


the street-car strikes of this Spring in 
New York the treasuries of labor organ- 
izations spent $120,000 in supporting in 
idleness men who wore ordered to strike 
to compel the discharge of nou-Union 
ii.'How-workmen. That vast 
sum of 


.money represented the savings of labor 
put into the Union Treasury instead of 
savings bauks. It was a co-operative 
fund. 
Suppose it had been used to buy 


twenty-acre lots in the San Joaqain Val- 
ley for those workmen. It would have 
paid for homes for 480 families. Instead 
of striking, suppose the land had been 
bought after prudent investigation, and 
nil the contributors to the fund had met 
to decide by lot the lucky 480 men who 
should ilraw the prize of independent 
rural lit'o in California, would not the re- 
sult havo fur trausoeuded what was ao- 
oomplUbcd in ths interest of labor by 
the strike which sunk and wasted all that 
money? Demagogues who want office 
by the votes of laboring men, never 
suggest these considerations, they never 
turn the labor of the country toward the 
independence which it earns and squan- 
dersiustrikesoverand over again. They 
deliberately make bid blood between la- 
bor and active capital, get their office, 
»nd labor gats idleness and its tempta- 
tion to mischief. 


The process which we suggest, is the 


means of a desirable withdrawal of men 
from dependence on ths wages of labor to 
the independence of rural life, for the 
benefit of those who leave the ranks nnd 
of those who remain. 


Some time ago Congress passed a bill 


for the relief of Captain Lees aud De- 
tective Ellis, who broke up the whisky 
ring in San Francisco eighteen years 
fgo. They have been trying to get paid 
their share of the §43,000 seizure ever 
since, but never before succeeded in 
getting their claim recognized. 
When 


the President came to. consider the bill 
he found that $800 had already been 
paid to Lees and Ellis, but on being, as- 
sured that they would consent to de- 
duct that amount nnd take the balniice, 
which is about $10,00(1, he signed the 
bill.

U. S. Gri»nt just stepping out of a boat

Brand wm-e arrested last night 
by John T. Fogarty, Collector Ilager's 
secretary, as they were leaving the 
house, ou Braunan street, of Mrs. Mary 
Sheer, OUT of the lady Inspectors of the 
Cnslom-house. The men carried a val- 
ise, in which was carried forty cans of 
opium, worth about $500. It is stated 
that Mrs. Slicer, who is n widow with 
four children, has been in the habit of 
concealing opium in her clothing and 
carrying it ashore from different vessels, 
aud disposing of it through the men ar- 
rested. Extraordinary developments are 
expected. 


Mrs. Slioer was suspended this after- 


noon from the Customs service aud ar- 
rested on a warrant sworn to by Snr" 
veyor Tinniu, the bail being set at $1,- 
000. Grant and Brand were taken be- 
fore United .States Commissioner Saw- 
yer and held to answer. Grant furnished 
bonds, but Brand was unable to do lilto- 
wise.

She says that there is a renegade Mexi- 
can with tha Apaches, who worked for 
Peck when Peck was working at the 
Minas Prietr.s in Sonora. 
It was 


through his intercession that teck'.s 
life was saved. 
This renegado told 


Peck's niece tbat if he hud known that 
the woman who was murdered was 
Peck's wife, her life would have been 
spared as his had been. The recaptured 
girl says that Geronitno is wounded in 
the shoulder, but .not very badly. He 
and nine bucks left the camp where she 
was captured about two .lava hufore.

Ho Fuvors the Funding BUI Bf«\r 


Before 


Interviewed last vrsek by the Cincin- 


nati Enquirer, Judge Thurman said: 


"The great point in the original Fund- 


ing Act, known generally as the Thur- 
man Act, was to assert the right of the 
Government to control and regulate the 
subsidized roads nndsr the clause which 
empowered Cougrss to 'amend, alter or 
repeal' their charters. This was secured 
in the passage of the Funding Act, and 
the Supreme Court austaincd its consti- 
tutionality, thus saving and establish- 
ing the rights of the Government in the 
premises. 


"Mr. Elaine offered an amendment to 


the Funding bill, to surrender the right 
of tha Govarnment to 'amend, alter or 
•repeal,' but I said I would sooner see 
all the money the Government had put 
into the roads sunk in the bottom of the 
Atlantic ocean than that it should sur- 
render its sovereignty over them. 
In 


surrendering i* everything would have 
been lost; in asserting and maintaining 
it all the lights of the Government and 
the people have been saved. 
Now it is 


n mere matter of business aud mathe- 
matical calculation to arrange for the 
reimbursement of the Government by 
the railroad companies. I do not think 
tluit I can be accused of partiality for 
these corporations, but I will say that 
there will be neither wisdom nor states- 
manship in endeavoring to impose uu- 
just exactions upon the companies in ar- 
ranging for the liquidation of their in- 
debtedness to the Government. 
It 


should be done in a business-like and 
lair way, which would not impose oner- 
ous burdens upon the one or entail losa, 
or danger of loss, upon the other. That 
is all there is in the question as it now 
stands. 


"I hava not read the Onthwaite bill in 


its details, but am generally informed as 
to the nature oi' its provisions. 
They 


impress me favorably. They strike me 
as being Mir, just and reasonable to all 
parties. The matter of the time of pay- 
ment is of little consequence compared 
with the fact of Lh« ceitainty that the 
Government is to be reimbursed. If 
the Government receives amount in in- 
terest equal to what it paid upon its own 
loans and the principal in regular and 
fixed installmpntH, a lew years more or 
less make but httla difl'erence. 
There- 


fore, with a general knowledge of the 
provisions of the bill, I regard it aa sat- 
isfactory, and just alike to the Govern- 
ment aud the companies." 


"Suppose that no such a business ar- 


rangement as proposed is perfected prior 
to the maturity of tho bouds, what 
then?" 


"The road would.be sold upon the 


first mortgage, and the Government lose 
everything." 


"But could not the Government buy 


the roads, paying the first mortgage, 
and hold them?" 


"Certainly, certainly; but I don't think 


that any good Democrat, at least, wants 
the Government to become the owni'r of 
the subsidized roads, with a new lot of 
patronage, such as i>geutH, coudnctois, 
superintendent, officers of all kinds and 
employes by the thousjmd, placed HI the 
hands of the 
Administration. That 


would not be wine, and therefore not 
Democratic. What we want in legisla- 
tion that will secure the Government 
and thu people without making the Gov- 
ernment the owner aud operator of rail- 
rouds." 


"Is the pending bill at variance with 


the principle of the original Thnrman 
Act?" 


"Not 
m any sense. The original 


scheme of funding failed because of the 
withdrawal of the Government fives and 
the immense mid unexpected premium 
on the four-and-a-hulfs and fours. After 
this it only remained for Congress to 
devise a plun and perfect legislation to 
secure the result made possible by es- 
tablibhing the principle of Government 
control. That is what is aimed at by 
the present bill. It is a plain proposi- 
tion to secure the reimbursement of the 
Government, and should bo considered 
and acted upon as suoh. 
" The original Act merely establishes 


tho right of the Government to secure 
and .eimburse itself. 
The Funding 


Act is but a part of the details made 
necessary by the causes nnd circum- 
stances I have enumerated." 


UNFAIB OBITICISM.— The 
following 


squib from the Sacramento Bee ap- 
peared in the columns of the JoijBXA.ii 
this morning: 


"In n «peech at Reno the other even- 


ing, ex-Senator Stewart, who wants to 
HUccend Fair, stiid that 'a boy raised in 
Nevada is worth two raised in Sacra- 
mento Valley." Stewart may not have 
mnch of a sack, but his supply of blar- 
ney is likely to hold ont for all demands 
of the campaign."
